Dr. D. A. Plank, one of the most 


prominent physicians of the county, 
died at his home in St. Cltirsville on 
Saturday. April 13. The deceased wat 
born near Churchtown, Cumberland 
county, on June 13, 183B. His early 
life was spent on his father's farm and 
he subsequently worked in the latter's 
wheel factory at Church town 
In 1849, 


when the gold 
fever was raging 


throughout the country, he went to 
Pike's Peak, Col., to try his fortune; 
but, becoming discouraged, he sold 
out his claim and returned home. At 
the outbreak of the civil war in 1861 
he enlisted in Company H, Seventh 
regiment- 
Pennsylvania, 
volunteer 


corps, from which he waa honorably 
discharged on account of wounds re- 
ceived in the first battle of Bull Run. 
He suffered the loss of a finger and 
virtually the use of his left hand. He 
attended Jefferson Medical college, 
Philadelphia, graduating therefrom in 
1865. 
He went to St. Clairsville in the 


spring of that year and practised his 
profession there until the final sum- 
mons came. 


In 1865 Dr. Plank was united in mar- 


riage to Miss Eila S. Swisher, of 
Mechanicsburg. Two children blessed 
thia union—Dr. Raymond A. Plank, 
who died on March 27, 1896, and Carl 
W. Piank, who lives in Philadelphia 
and represents the H. K. Mnlford com- 
pany, wholesale druggists, of that city. 
Mr*. Plank also survives her husband. 


Dr. Plank has been president of tbe 


Bedford County Medical society, a 
school director and secretary of the 
board, and has held various other 
offices. 
He belonged to the Grand 


Army of the Republic and was a mem- 
ber of the Reformed charch for many 
year*. 


The funeral services were held Tues- 


day morning in the Reformed church 
at St. Clairsville, Rev. A. F.Nace, the 
pastor, and Rev. E. E. Parson, of the 
Lutheran church, officiating. 
Inter- 


ment was made in the cemetery near 
by. One of the largest concourses ever 
assembled at St. Clairsville on a sim- 
ilar occasion gathered at the church 
to pay their last tribute to the honored 
dead. 


Dr. Plank had a firm hold on the 


heart* of the people with whom he 
associated so long. He was a man of 
noble impulses, humane and generous 
No one appealed to him in vain 
He 


responded promptly, cheerfully, to all 
callt at all times. He made no dis- 
tinction between rich and poor, but 
treated all alike. He will be held in 
loving remembrance by scores of per- 
sons whom be aided. The death of 
Dr. Plank is sincerely mourned by the 
whole community in which he lived 
and labored.

Dr. -M. H. Detwiler. 


Dr. M. H. Detwiler, one of the best 


known physicians of the county, died 
at his home in Hopewell Tuesday 
morning at half past ten o'clock He 
was surrounded by kind and loving 
friends when the final summons came. 
The deceased had been ill but a short 
time. 


Dr. Detwiler was born at Hickory 


Bottom, Woodbury township, on Sep- 
tember 13, 1S42. 
When seventeen 


years old he began teaching school 
and followed that occupation for eight 
years. In February, 1865, he enlisted 
in the Union army and in the follow- 
ing September 
was honorably dis- 


charged. In the spring of 1SC7 he took 
np the study of medicine at Woodbury 
under the tutorship of Dr. Samuel H. 
Smith. In the fall of 1S67 he entered 
Jefferson Medical college, Philadel- 
phia, and graduated therefrom on 
March 13,1S70. 
He at once began the 


practice of medicine in partnership 
with Dr. Smith. On August 20, 1870, 
he moved from Woodbury to Hopewell, 
where he successfully practised his 
profession for nearly thirty-two years 


In September, 1871, Dr. Detwiler 


was united in wedlock to Miss Eliza 
Jane 
Eichelberger, 
daughter 
of 


Michael and Catharine (Tobias) Eichel- 
berger, of Hrpewell. He is survived 
by his wife and one daughter, Miss 
Pearl C. Detwiler, at home; his aged 
mother, who lives near Baker's bum- 
mil; one brother, Calvin Detvu'er, of 
New Enterprise; three sisters, Mrs 
Elizabeth Dull, Mrs. Anna Bench, of 
Altoona, and Mrs. Jennie Ling, of 
Baker's Summit. 


The funeral services were held at 


the home of decedent on Thursday at 
2 p. m. and were conducted by Rev. 
George L. Comp. The body was laid 
to rest in the Odd Fellows' cemetery. 
L. R. Piper Post, No. 45-1, Grand Army 
of the Republic, to which the deceased 
belonged, attended the services in a 
body. 


Dr. Ditwiler was a scholarly, intelli- 


gent man and an able representative 
of the medical fraternity. 
His knowl- 


edge and skill gained for him an exten- 
sive practice and his uniform courtesy, 
kindness and sympathy won the esteem 
of his fellow-men. In his death Hope- 
well has suffered an almost irreparable 
loss. 
For several years Dr. Detwiler 


waa a member of the medical exam- 
ining board of Bedford county.

In times of sickness or distress he was 
always ready to lend a helping hand. 
He had a pleasant word for everybody. 
He was never so busy but that he had 
time to stop and spend a few minutes 
ia conversation 
with all he met, 


whether they were old or young, high 
or low. In business, his word was his 
bond and was never questioned. In 
politics, he was an ardent Democrat, 
yet during his life he seldom men- 
tioned politics in his daily conversa- 
tion. He served as justice of the peace 
from 188S to 1892 and also held many 
other township offices, thus showing 
that, although he lived in a township 
where the opposite party was strongly 
in 
the majority, he was highly 


esteemed by all. In the church and in 
the community, no person will be 
more greatly missed than Jacob C 
Barton. In the home, a kind and lov- 
ing husband and brother has gone to 
his rest and forever on earth there 
shall ba another vacant chair.

his 84th birthday. Tbe deith of Gen- 
eral-Hampton, who was a lieutenant- 
general in the Confederate arm?, leaves 
but three officers ol that rank surviv- 
ing—James Longstreet, Stephen D l>e 
and Alexander P. Stewart. 


Wade Hampton was born in the 


Rhett House, Charleston, S C , March 
88J 1818. Ha was graduated with 
honor at South Carolina college in 1837 
and then studiei law, but took up the 
pursuit ol a planter 
Several times he 


was elected to the legislature 
Cbe 


speech ol his, delivered against the 
proposition to revive the slave trade, 
was described in the Naw York Tri- 
bune as "a masterpiece of logic, dic- 
tated by the noblest sentiments ot the 
Christian and thi pitrbt." 


At the outbreak ol the civil war he 


enlisted first as a private and was a 
member of Capt A. K. Taylor's Cra- 
garee mounted rift '8 dnring tin attack 
on Fort Sampler in 1861. 
He then or- 


ganized and bore a large share of the 
expense of equipping the "Hampton 
L>gion," made up ol cavalry, infantry 
and artillery, of which he was colonel. 
With this file organization he took 
part in the battle of Manass&s, July 81, 
1861, where he held the Warrenton 
pike against the brigade of General 
Keyei, and formed on the right of 
Jackson's brigade, 
maintaining his 


ground until the tide of battle tuned 
inifavor of the Confederates. In the 
engagement he had a horse shot under 
him and was severely wounded in the 
head by a rifle ball. 


He took part in the Penin ula cam- 


paign, having been promoted to briga- 
dier-general. In the battle of Seven 
'Pines, or Fair Oaks, May 30 31, 1862, 
heicommanded a brigade, in Whiting's 
division of Johnston's army, composed 
ol the Fourteenth and Nineteenth 
Georgia regiments, the Sixteenth North 
Carolina and Hampton's Legion. Pre- 
vious to this battle he had dislodged 
the Federal division below West Point 
and driven it to the protection of the 


tlon won for htm! the iwpecVeven of 
the men he overthrew. B^wat'cleiited 
governor ol Sonthf Carolina ant Dan- 
iel Henry Chamberlain, ;'the candidate 
ol the party in power, by a majority 
olll*;l35 votes; but'wasnot'aUowed'to: 
take office until alter President Hayes 
had - withdrawn the United States 
troops* from the state. On"March-5,- 


1877, 
the state passed from tbe chaotic 


misrule of ten years to a'condltionof 
law and order. The administration ol 
General Hampton'as governor was so 
successful that in 1878 the entire staff 
of state officials was re-elected without 
opposition. While hunting, November 
7, of that year, he was thrown, break- 
ing his leg in two places, so that ampu- 
tation became necessary subsequently 
and for some time his life wss in 
danger. He recovered, to be elected 
to the United States senate >s the col- 
league of Gen. M. C. Butler, another' 
one-legged man, and he' resigned the 
governorship to take' his seat-in the 
senate, April 16,1879 
General Hamp- 


ton was re-elected lor a second term 
in 1884, but was defeated' in the elec- 
tion of 1890, when the Tilmanites got 
control of the state. He was appointed 
United States commissioner of rail- 
roads by President Cleveland in 1893. 
and was retained in offlce-by President 
McEinley until the fall of 1897. 


General Hampton was twice married. 


His first wife was Miss Margaret 
Preston, daughter of Gen. Francis 
Preston, and his second wife was a 
daughter of Ssnator George McDoffie, 
of South Carolina.

There is no hour 
of day or night that he does not carry 
his life in his hands. His danger he 
realizes, but where duty calls he will 
be found at his-poet; faithful among 
the f aithlets to the last.

field officers of his brigade twenty-one 
were either killed or wounded. For 
his conduct at Gettysburg ha was pro- 
moted to major-general and commanded 
the first of three al.iaiouo In Stuart's 
cavalry corps. Fallowing this, Gen- 
eral Hampton was active in opposing 
raids of the Federal cavalry in the 
direction of Richmond during 
the 


Wilderness 
campaign, 
notably 
at 


Spottsylvania, May B, and 
Hawes' 


Shop, May 33 1B64. Upon the death 
of Gen. 3. E. B. Stuart he wss made 
chief of the cavalry branch of the 
Army of Northern Virginia, and sub- 
sequently was commissioned lieuten- 
ant-general. He successfully opposed 


Gen. 
P. H. Sheridan at Trevillian 


Station, June 13-13, 1864, as he did at 
White House, June 81, and at Samaria 
Church during the succeeding days. 
In September of that year he struck 
the rear of the Federal army at City 
Point, bringing away 400 p-isonersand 
2,436 beeves. General Hampton fought 
Gen J. W. Wilson at Ssppony church, 
broke his main line of battle and pur- 
sued him to Beam's station, where he 
was intercepted by tbe Confederate 
forces and routed. In a period of 23 
days Hampton marched 400 miles and 
fought six days and one entire night, 
capturing 2,000 pr:soners,btsides guns, 
small arms, wagons and materials of 
war. He defeated the purpose of two 
formidable »nd well-conceived expedi- 
tions of the Federal army. In this ex 
ploit he loat 719 in killed, wounded 
and missing. 


After the war G.neral Hampton re- 


turned to his home in S.utb Carolina 
and sought to build up h's fortune 
ruined through the conflict. Be also 
took a leading part in the redemption 
of his people from carpetbag rule. In 
November, 1876, under his leadership, 
the people succeeded in breaking up 
the ring of political adventu-ers who 
had gained control of the state govern- 
ment and his diplomacy and modera-

Death Hushes the Eloquence of This 


Famous Divine. 


MANY M I S F O R T U N E S 


Marked His Career-Brooklyn Tabernacle 


Where He Preached, Burned Down 


Three Times. 


Rev. Dr. T. DjWitt Talmage died at 


his residence on Massachusetts avenue, 
Washington, D. 0., Siturday night- 
His entire family was at his bedside 
during the last hours and Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Chalmers Eislon, ol the Eas- 
tern Presbyterian church, was present 
and offered prayer. Dr. Taltatg-e had 
not been conscious since Wednesday BestleSS, JiiXCll 
night, and at no time since then was nejS are sick, 
he able to recognize those about him. 
The immediate eauss of his death was 
congestion of the brain, following a 
severe attack* of influenza, which he 
suffered more than a month ago. 


Few American clergymen ever enjoy- 


ed as wide popularity as the Rev. Dr. 
T. DeWitt Talmage. 
He owed this 


popularity in part to hU forensic skill 
and in part to his nnderstanding of 
themes which possessed the greatest 
interest to his audiences. His method 
of treating the topics which he dis- 
cuued was homely and well calculated 
to appeal to tbe many rather than the 


few. 


With all his success in the pulpit, 


Dr. Talmage was pursued by singular 
ill fortune. Three times the Brook- 
lyn tabernacle, built through his ef- 
forts when his fame was highest, was 
burned to the ground. Each time the 
fire took place on Sunday and in no 
case was its cause ever discovered. 
After tbe last flre, which occurred in 
1394, the congregation broke up and 
never was brought together again in 
snch numbers as before. 


As often ccsurs with clergymen who 


attract a large share of public atten- 
tion, Dr. Talmage was not without 
detractors. 
Charges of a 
serious 


nature were preferred against him by 
toe Rev. Arthur Crosby is 1379, but the 
presbytery acquitted him by a vote of 
25 to 20. 


Ee was born, January 7, 1332, in 


Bound Brook, N. J. 
His father, Dav':d 


T. Talmage, was a farmer and the 
future clergyman was the youngest of 
twelve children. Two of his uncles, 
a brother-in-law and three brothers 
were ministers of the gospel and hi' 
parents urged the young man to taki 
up the same vocation. 
He himsel' 


chose the law. 
He received his earlj 


education in a grammir school in Naw 
Brunswick, N. J., entering the Univer- 
sity of the City of New York when he 
was nineteen years old. He did not 
show any marked love for study, but 
the talent for oratory and dramatic 
effect, which 
afterward mide him 


famous, were noticeable at that time. 
When be was graduated in May, 1853, 
his address on "The Moral Effects of 
Sculpture and Architecture," whicb 
was delivered in Niblo's garden, was 
.bailed with enthusiasm. 


Hot yet convinced that tbe law was 


-not his true calling he continued fo; 
-three years as a law student. He then 
decided to enter the ministry and began 
his s'udies at the Theological seminary 
of the Reformed Dutch church in Nen 
Brunswick, N. J. He was orda!ned by 
the Rsformad Dutch classis ot Bergen 
and soon received a call from Belle 
ville, N. J. He went there with his 
bride. 


Liter he served at Syracuse ard 


Philadelphia and in 1869 went to 
Brooklyn, where his success was im- 
mediate and lasting. 
He left there 


in 1394, going to the First Presbyte- 
rian ehurci in Washington. 
Sines 


1900 he has traveled extensively. 
He- 


was taken ill while in Mexico las! 
month. 
Dr. Talmage was married 


three times. He was married lost to 
Mrs. Charles Collier, of Allegheny, 
after an engagement of three weeks. 
Dr. Talmage leaves several children. 


When at the height of his popularity 


Dr. Taloiage'3 sermons were widely 
published in newspapers, both in this 
country and abroad, and many were 
translated 
into 
other 
languages. 


Among his books are "Crumbs Swept 
Uo," "Sports That Kill," "Abomina- 
tions of Modern Society,' "Live Coals," 
"Shots on Sundry Targets," "Life ol 
Christ," "From Manger to Throne" anr 
'•The Pathway of Life." 0' tbe latter 
work more than 400,000 copies were 
sold. "The Marriage R:ng" was trans- 
lated into many of the languages in 
Europe,
